Plant Worm Remedy 


By John Fitzpatrick 
California’s garlic crop could be improved because 
of experiments currently being carried on by Dr. James 
Wilson, Hartnell college biological science instructor. 
The board of trustees recently approved the use of 


Hartnell laboratory facilities for 
Dr. Wilson’s experiments. 

Dr.” Wilson emphasizes that 
his experiments are strictly a 
gamble. He is working with 
the use of a predatory fungus to 
control the nematode worm 
which is a big problem to the 
farmers. The plant parasitic 
nematode worm is a microscopic 
worm which attacks almost any 
bulb plant. 

The current method of cont- 
trolling the nematode worm is 
the use of soil fumigants. These 
methods are expensive and are 
not completely satisfactory; thus 
the interest has developed in 
the possibility of developing a 
biological control, according to 
Dr. Wilson. 

According to Dr. Wilson, the 
fungus or mold traps the worm 
in a sticky network and destroys 
them. The main question is 
whether it is practical to grow

He was a proud father. He had only one son, Rene, former Hart- 
nell student body president now living in San Jose, and one daugh- 
ter, Ramona, the wife of Richard Andre (Johnson), former Pan- 
ther Sentinel editor and now a journalism teacher at Foothill col- 
lege in Mountain View. 

Eyesight Was Failing 

Mr. Eris was an avid sportsman. He participated in track while in

left him totally blind.

A 
countless number of athletic teams have come and gone from this 
campus and, winners or losers, he was behind them all the way.

The property was 
awarded by the war assets ad- 
ministration and the U.S. office 
of education to be used as train- 
ing for World War II veterans. 
The buildings were a former 
station for the guayule rubber 
research project. 

When A and M began in 1947 
there were nine teachers and 200 


students. This included high 
school and college students. Be- 
ginning next fall, only junior 
college students will take classes 
at the east campus. 

In 1941 Mr. Bentley was 
named coordinator of trade and 
industrial training and last fall 
took over the responsibility of 
dean of extended day.
